OWNED A FINE FARM. 


From the time lie purchased the first 


forty acres of land in Mt. Pleasant h« 
added to it and when he died owned ft 
farm of over 100 acres, under fine cul- 
tivation, and on which was a. comforta- 
ble residence. His possessions -were all 
acquired through his own efforts and hft 
may well be called a self-made man. 


In politics he was a Republican, but 


he never Bought office, preferring to de- 
vote his time to business interests. He 
was a Christian man and a member .of 
the Free Will Baptist church at-My- 
gatt's Corners. He was always a friend 
of education and for a number of years 
he acted as a member of the town school 
board. For more than fifty years he 
resided in the town of Mt. Pleasant, and. 
has always been one of the widely known 
pioneers and classed among the progres- 
sive farmers. Always he 
was a. man 


thoroughly imbued with those sterling 
principles of temperance which, denote 
reform. 


So another of the old landmarks has 


passed to his reward and he will ba 
greatly missed in the every day walks of 
life. His wife preceded him to tho great 
beyond seven years ago. 


There survives him three sons: E. D. 


Puffer, Faribault, Minn.; E. C. Puffer, 
Toledo, Ohio, and George L. Buffer, Ra- 
cine.
